The Fuel Situation. 


According'lo reports fron various quarters .the fuel situa- 


tion is not as rosy as it mighlKe: -.Wp are told th;il."prcxliic- 
liqn lias fallen short and miisg^.'cpnlimie unless cars can be 
had at the niiiies'in sufficient' numbers to meet the I'e'quire- 
menls 
Thus [a'r transportation has failed and with it mining 


has failed, so that with idleness on one hand and congestion 
of traffic on the other there is a prospect that next winter's 
scarcity of coal at important centers will be more grievous 
than before." 


This is unpleasant reading, and it is not easy for the ordi- 


nary individual to understand why conditions should be as 
represented. 
It was commonly supposed when the govern- 


ment look'control of;lne coal business and the railroads that 
it would be'ab'le to handle them in a way lo supply the people s 
needs. 
It lias absolute power in the premises, and it is sur- 


prising to hear thus early in the season that production is be- 
low the maximum and lhal there is a lack of transportation 
sufficient to meet Ihe requirements of Uie silualipii-'as it stands 
today. 
. 
- 
The Fuel Administration has been urging Uie people lo or- 


der Iheir coaPearly, and this is being done. If now the 'gov- 
ernment, in control of the mines and Ihe railroads, is unable 
lo do ils part the people know where (o place the blame and 
will not faiLlo place il where il belongs. 


The experiences of last winter have not been forgotten, and 


the people want no more of the kind. And.il will be hard lo 
convince them lhal there is any valid excuse for furlher 
Irouble. There are no snow.drifts on the railroads now and 
(here is no ice lo block Ihe movement of vessels. -There-is 
liolhing lo do but lo dig 
1 the coal out of the ground and prop- 


erly distribute it, and if the government, with all power in its 
hands, cannot do (his i! is about time to cease looking for relief 
from industrial evils through governmental conrlol. 
, 


It is to be hoped lhat the present difficulties may be speedily 


overcome and (hat the production and distribution of coal may 
proceed as il'sliould. Consumers are ready to do their part by 
L-uying early, and thus preventing congestion of the traffic later 
in the season, and (he government authorities should leave no 
sloiie'unlurned to expedite this business to the utmost. 
To 


fail, or even partially fail,.in the task il has voluiilarily as- 
ruined would-be to forfeiblhe confidence of,the people in. its 
ability to regulate large affairslrutheir interest, .:Such lack of 
confidenr.e would be.liltle shoo.''6f^disastrous.at a'time like Ihe 
present ;and if il is nol to'deVeldp there must be a speedy 
change in. \M fuel situation. The talk of lessened produc- 
tion and lack of adequate .transportation at a time when both 
should be at the maximum is highly disturbing, and .the sooner, 
the situation-is relieved Ihe belter will it be for Ihe reputation 
of the government as a business agency, and for all concerned.
